It looks now' as if the call for men to e nter the officers* training 


cam ps, for the purpose of qualifying for commissions in the first 10,000 


officers of Hie new arm y, will be answ ered by m ore men than the 


go v e rn m e n t will need, and th a t many applicants who have successfully 


passed the prelim inary exam inations will be forced to rem ain at home, 


a t least at this time. 
C andidates for admission to the cam ps when 


exam ined w ere graded according to their qualifications for service, and 


these qualifications included physical fitness, general Intelligence and 


previous military experience, either a cadets in schools or in the militia. 


T hose who passed the first two tests and lacked the latter were given 


a grade slightly lower than those qualified in all three, and it looks 


now as if the latter will be the first selected, and th a t if there are 


not enough of them to m eet the full requirem ents th in the best of 


th e form er will be tak en to m ake up the full quota. 
This probably 


is the best plan to pursue, as it insures the cam ps of having a large 


n u m b e r of m en already well grounded in the things necessary to know' 


to becom e efficient officers. 


T h e re will, however, be a great num ber of fine young Americans 


w ho w'ill be greatly disappointed at not being called . And a great 


m ajority of these wrould m ake the best kind of soldiers and splendid 


officers, exceeding, in fact, in capability and endurance m any of those 


w ho have the better of them in preliminary knowledge. 
The history 


j N ^ y i i s country shows that previous military experience is not always 


ne ce ssa ry in m aking great soldiers or indeed great commanders. 
Gen. 


J o h n A. Logan, of civil w ar fame, never had a day’s training in military 


lines before tile war, neither did General Garfield, General Ben Butler, 


General Banks, General Miles and m any others who won imperishable 


fam e as leaders of Hie arm ies of the Union. 
In the Confederacy the 


s a m e w as also true, but to a som ew hat lesser extent. 


L a te r the United States has had officers of every rank who dis­ 


tinguished them selves greatly, who entered the arm y from civil lib1 


totally w ithout previous training. 
General Frederick Funston was one 


exam ple of these ,as is General Wood, who was a medic a1 Ollie * i foi 


years, but never saw line service until lie went to Cuba as a colonel 


of R oosevelt's Rough Riders. 
A m i 
jest we forget— there is Colonel Roosevelt himself. 
He went 


'o u t as second in com mand of a regiment without ever having marched 


ii block as a private soldier, and so far as any one knows, without 


e v er having gone through the* manual of arm s at an> time in his whop 


life. 
He was a soldier, though, through and through, every inch of him, 


and his record proved it. 
So we see that it isn’t always knowledge of the drill and the 


p ro p e r w ay to handle a gun that goes to m ake the real fighting man 


“ or the victory-winning officer. 
It’s all in the man alter all. 


In spite of this, though, Hie military authorities are right in giving 


p reference to those m en who have some knowledge4 of the things 


th a t m ust be known by tho rank and file in order to become an effi­ 


c ie n t fighting force.
